Not tne 
frequently in the five states of 
the Southwest students have

Trial jury duty proves 
hair-raising experience 


MY EXPERIENCE last month 
as a “trial juror’? was a little 
hair~raising, if one is inter. 
ested in the administration af 
justice in our courts, 

As a result, I’m sure that 
procedures have changed ra. 
dically tn one respect, and for 
the better, 

Hut there remain great quese 
tlons that bear answering.

A LONG TIME AGO I was 
picked from a list af regise 
tered voters as one of several 
thousand potential citizens for 
“jury duty.”" 

So this quarter I?m included 
in 1000 persons who are sub. 
ject to call for currentcriminal 
and civil cases in Superior 
Court, 

On Monday, Oet, 31, [showed 
up in San Bernardino at loam, 

The Jury and CourtC oordina. 
ter, Al Short, greeted about 30 
of us. He is expertenced and has 
been in office 10 years,

Mr. Short 
believed capital punishment is a 
dead doedo in California, and 
doesn’t expect another execu. 
tion. 

He also said that the trial was 
expected to “last five days" and 
éghat since there were ‘confes- 
sions and statements all made,” 
it “is an openand shutcase” ale 
though the defendant “probably 
would plead not guilty.’’ We 
would find ita “very interest. 
ing case.’’ 

In the light of the U, S, Sue 
preme Court decisions, this ts 
an incredible thing to tell pros. 
pective jurors! I could hantly 
believe my ears! 

Then Mr. Short proceeded to 
follow this with about a 35. 
minute talk, sermon, lecture, 
dissertation, or what-have-you 
on a variety of subjects, 

He covered divorce and bro. 
ken homes, as the chief causes 
of crime. He covered juvenile 
delinquency, minorities on ju. 
ries, One prospective juror, a 
mother of four in a divorced 
home, argued briefly and po. 
litely with Mr, Short over this, 
saying ber children were not 
juvenile delinquents. 

He referred to past cases, one 
of 9.weeks duration in which it 
was learned that four persons on 
the had “made up their 
minds’? in the first week. He 

*fopen minds’? and lis. 
tening to “both sides,’’ 

He said he had been all over 
the world as a naval officer and 





if the dirt off the floor in the 
courtroom where we all were 
located was swept up, he woulde 
n’t trade it for all the rest of 
the countries in the world, 

As a student of history he 
deplored the morals and atti. 
tudes of our world, especially 
relating to criminals, andcome 
pared the United States to the 
“Pall of Rome’ and ‘Fall af 
Sparta,’’ and said America ts 
going straight down the Line as 
they did just as straight as the 
rail in the courtroom infrontof 
us. 

eo 

I CONCLUDED correctly that 
this “speech” was designed to 
‘indoctrinate’? jurors with the 
greatness of this country, and 
prove to them that jury duty was 
an obligation and a privilege. 

Hut insidiously, I felt it psy. 
chologically ‘‘fired up’ jurors 
to the point where they were 
ready to go out and convict any 
defendant on anything! 

Just as Mr, Short was about 


to end the session and bid us 





adieu until 1:30, I spoke up, I 
was the only one to say anye 
thing, but I said T questioned 
his remarks about the “open 
ind shut?’ aspects of the case 
and how the defendant would 
plead was irregular and tended 
to bias the prospective jury; 
certainly me, 

I guess my readers know I 
can’t sit by quietly and watch 
the world go by, as 29 af my 
fellow prospective jurors did, 

“es * 

THE MEETING BROKE UP 
after a “covering statement’? 
by Short. Then in the hall ONE 
OTHER jurer came to me and 
said he agreed with me, 

Then , Mr, Short talked with 
both of us, and “excused me 
from jury duty because I said 
1 could not go into the courte 
room in a free frame of mind, 
The other prospective juror 
agreed and he, too, then was 
excused, 

Mr. Short told me that he ale 
ways tried to get people to une 
derstand the value and impore 
tance of being on juries, (He 
did not say he discussed all 
eases at hand.) My lingering 
thought is, however, exactly 
what has Mr, Short been saye 
ing for the past 10 vears? 

But I could not stand by af. 
ter being excused and have my 
conselence clear when I felt 
that someone was to stand trial 
for murder, with a jury so ble 
ased to start out. 

So at 11; 30. I went in to see 
Superior Judge Joseph Ciano, 
in whose courtoom ‘ejustice™ 
would take place. I commend 

judge, for I was only there 
about three minutes, and barely 
got out of my mouth the ‘five 
days... open and shut case... 
probably plead not guilty. ° a 
bit. when I was told I was “not 


excused’? but to report back for 
possible sworn testimony at 
1:30, 

So between 11:30 and 1:30 a 
good deal happened, I know, 

The upshot was that at 1:30 
the judge had a private sese 
Sion ‘in chambers’? with both 
attorneys, the defendant hime 
self, and a court reporter -. 
then in open court things went 
fast. 


A few “uncontaminated’’ 
prospective jurors who showed 
up for the first time at 1:30 
were told to report to another 
courtroom, They were thus isoe 
lated, 


All the rest of us were told 
that the court was embarrassed 
by the trregular speech and 
Statements of the morning, and 
we ALL were excused! 


*** 

I STILL, DON’T KNOW the 
name of the man in the murder 
trial, nor a thing of what hape 
pened in that case, nor have I 
tried to find out. I’ve also dee 
layed reporting this to stay 
completely clear of the case, 
which should be settled by now, 


Kut I do know that whoever he 
may be, he started off with a 
fair and tmparttal jury list, I 
struck my blow for freedom and 
the basic right of all Americans 
to have an honest trial by jury in 
a land of Hberty. If never serve 
on a trial jury in my life, I feel 
I’ve done my ‘‘share’’ toward 
my fellowman free man, 


1 don’t really know why I’m 
always the one to get involved in 
affairs of this nature, I had 
known Al Short very well since 
my year on the Grand Jury in 
1962, and everyone else over 
the years has held him and his 
office in the highest of esteem, 
it seems, He and his office have 
received virtually no criticism 
in public. 


But I could not sit still, dese 
pite my friendship, and leta ba. 
sic American principle be 
trampled in the dust, The price 
ef friendship came too high,

SO WHERE DOBS this leave 
our courts in San Bernardino? 

Well, things will never be the 
same, that’s for sure, 

You can be pasitive that the 
judges recognimed what hap. 
pened, 

A jury coordinator’s respone 
sibility is to get people to the 
courthouse, Then it is up to the 
court and the attorneys to make 
Statements in accordance with 


laws and procedure inside a 
courtroom, 
Incidentally, this happened 


the next morning when our ene 
tire group was recalled for ane 
other trial, This time our names 
were on a bdulletin board; we 
were told in writing to report to 
a certain courtroom; and there 
we sat until court began to une 
fold what was involved in the 
ease at hand, 
se 

ONE LAST SAD THOUGHT 
about it all is that 29 other 
prospective jurors either had 
no understanding of what was 
at stake in the discussion that 
went on, or were reluctant to 
speak up. God help this country 
if people don’t speak up for 
their heritage and freedom,
